WHAT NEXTi 

Intense anxiety is felt throughout 
Europe in consequence of the war- 
like preparations Russia is mak- 
ing, her immense armaments and 
her rapidity in forming new army 
corps. It is said that in the . spring 
she will have 3,000,000 soldiers ready 
for the field. Her own workshops and 
foundries being unequal to the strain 
she has given extensive orders for can- 
non, rifles and ammunition to German 
manufacturers, whoso establishments 
are running day and night. No ono 
appears to be able at present to divine 
the object of these preparations. 
Russia is intensely angry with Ger- 
many for throwing her overboard at 
Berlin and adopting the views of 
Beaconsfield; and she is not more 
pleased with Austria for having secur- 
ed a big slice of Turkish territory 
without losing a soldier or spending 
a kreutzer in the war which Russia 
in 1S77 waged against Turkey. Russia 
is alarmed, too, at the Austro-Gernuui 
alliance and the apparent excellent un- 
derstanding existing between those 
powers. Next she is vexed with Groat 
Britain in consequence of the Afghan- 
istan affair. Great Britain having estab- 
lished herself in Cabul, her next move- 
ment, ic is believed, will be to advance 
on Herat, which is the strategical cen- 
tre of Asia. All the roads between 
India, Persia and Central Asia con- 
verge at Herat, and should that city 
fall into the hands of Great Britain 
the latter power will presently domin- 
ate tho countries immediately tributary 
to it and will exert a strong moral in- 
fluence in all countries whoso traders 
resort there. Russia appreciates the 
difficulties thlt will beset her onward 
march in Central Asia should the 
British hold Herat, from which place 
only a successful war against India 
could bo waged. It is thought in 
Europo that if Russia — whose lines are 
now within 500 miles of Herat — should 
march on that city, England would im- 
mediately declare war. There are 
others who believe that Russia has no 
designs on India nor any present inten- 
tion of waging war with any nation. 
They say she wants rest before again 
advancing her frontier; and that her 
military manoeuvers arc designed to 
show Germany and Austria that she is 
prepare:!, and to influence the general 
election in England which must take 
place next year. Is not that a strange 
idea? The Czar, it is remarked, thinks 
he recognizes in the Liberals of Eng- 
land the peace party. Lie knows that 
Gladstone was bitterly opposed to the 
policy of the British Government when 
Russia was fighting Turkey ; and he 
knows that Gladstone advised the 
Government to come to terms with 
Russia upon the basis of an agreement 
by which the Turks would oe driven 
out of Europe. Should the Liberals gain 
power in Great Britain, does tho Czar 
imagine that he will be suffered to 
realize the dream of Peter the Gheat 
and convert the Black Sea into a Rus- 
sian lake? This is an extraordinary 
age and extraordinary events step on 
each other's heels so closely that no 
one iiesd ho surprised if tho Czar en- 
tertains the most absurd ideas respect- 
ing public opinion in Great Britain. 
His immediate predecessor thought he 
could read English opinion in 1851 and 
made a blunder that cost his empire 
dearly. He began the Crimean war 
under the impression that the British 
would not fight for Turkey ; but he soon 
realized his mistake. 



A " PUT UP " JOB. 

Mr. Beaven, Minister uf Finance, 
owes the country an explanation. It 
has been a matter of surprise to many 
that the Government failed to appeal 
from tho decision of Judge Gray on 
the Chinese Tax Bill. The junior mem- 
ber for Victoria (Mr. DeCosjios) was 
so " flabbergasted " on his arrival at 
Ottawa last winter to find that no ac- 
tion had been taken to establish the 
validity of the measure that hi! could 
not speak for several moments, and 
Mr. Bunster has frequently been 
heard to express intense disgust at the 
inaction of tho Government in the 
matter. On Monday night, at the An- 
ti-Chinese meeting, Mr. B. saw his op- 
portunity. There was a large audi- 
ence present, and Mr. Beaven had just 
expressed a hearty devotion to tho 
cause of the white laborer, when up 
popped Mr. Bunster with the question 
he had long burned to put to a Cabi- 
net Minister. It was this, " Why did 
not the Local Government appeal from 
the decision of Judge Gu.\\ to Otta- 
wa?" Tho Minister of Finance was 
staggered for a moment and brushed 
the hair out of his eyes while he paused 
to collect himself. Then he said — "The 
Government had ascertained that it was 
useless to ap{ eal from the decision, an ; 
it had been determined to upset the Bill, 
anyhow." This is a remarkable state- 
ment. The Judges at Ottawa number 
thirteen of the most astute lawyers in 
the Dominion, who were selected for 
their learning, probity and respectabil- 
ity. They are largely-salaried and 
hold their appointments for life. 
To this body of men the appeal would 
have been made; and for a man holding 
the important position of Mr. Beaven to 
boldly assert that "they had determin- 
ed to upset the bill anyhow," is to pre- 
fer a serious charge against the Supreme 
Court of the Dominion. "Anyhow," 
means that no matter hov; good tho 
Bill might have been it would be 
thrown out. Therefore, tho Govern- 
ment did not appeal from Judge Gray's 
decision ! The only inference that can 
be drawn from tho Ei nance Minister's 
statement is that the Supremo Courtis 
composed of men who can be "influenc- 
ed" to throw out any Bill, good or bad. 
May we venticr, without fearofalibol 



suit, to call in question the correctness 
of this statement, and to say that we 
do not believe tho Government had any 
information of the kind? We shall go 
even further and say that the Govern- 
ment here introduced the Chinese Tax 
Bill knowing we'll that it was uncon- 
stitutional. Why, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral did not trouble himself to go be- 
foro Judge Gray and argue in favor of 
his measure. The Government made 
no effort to save their bantling liecau.se 
they knew it was past saving. It was 
a sham from first to last, and when Mr. 
Beavek says that the existence of 
judicial corruption was the cause of 
their not carrying it to Ottawa he offers 
an insult to every Judge in the land. 
We have no doubt that the Govern- 
ment at Ottawa will stamp this shame- 
ful assertion as it deserves to be slauipod. 

Solicitor Mac&onald and tho Ohiuoso. 



Editor Colonist :— At tho anti- 
Chinese meeting last night Mr. Bun- 
ster is reported to have said that in 
my evidence before a committee at Ot- 
tawa. I stated "that I preferred a 
Chinaman to a white woman for a ser- 
vant." 1 will assume that Mr. Bunster 
used the words attributed to him, and 
I am not at all surprised at their un- 
truthfulness, considering the source 
from which they came. What I .said 
will he found in black and white in the 
report of the Committee on the Chinese 
question, and will be more reliable than 
anything Mr. Bunster can say, or 1 can 
lemomber; but to the best of my re- 
collection what I did say (anil Mr. 
Bunster was not at his post, either — 
not in the room) was, that " I turned a 
Chinaman away to take a white woman 
servant, that she did not give as much 
satisfaction as a Chinaman, and that I 
would think twice before doing the 
same thing again." I also stated that 
Chinese were ''not a desirable class of 
immigrants, and that they should not 
bo allowed to work on the Pacific 
Railway." I was asked by the Com- 
mittee! to give my opinion of Chinese 
morality. I stated that so far as I 
knew they were not worse than many 
of the lower classes of white people in 
large cities. 

I prefer action to claptrap, and it 
will be found that L employ more white 
luuoi* and less Chinese (excepting man 
ufacturers) than any person in town. 
I have three white men working for 
me now, and in IS7G and '77 when I 
expended about $20,000 I did not em- 
ploy any Chinamen on work they could 
well have performed. I have, however, 
noticed that sometimes when a work- 
ingman gets a small contract one of 
the first things he does isto employ Chi- 
nese labor ; and on asking those per- 
sons the reason for their apparent incon- 
sistency, their answer was, that they 
could place more reliance in Chinese 
laborers than in white. 

How many white servants does the 
Hon. Mr. Bunster employ ( Let him 
set a good example. L would like to 
ask him how many of the servants 
brought into the country turned out 
well and fulfilled their engagements ' 
Let him ask those who paid their ex- 
penses out, and employed them, and 
unfortunately he will receive the an- 
swer — very few. Notwithstanding all 
this, I am in favor of white labor, con- 
sequently I employ it, anil would glad 
ly have, if I could, good domestic white 
servants instead of yellow ones. 

Mr. Bunster has the means of proof, 
and 1 challenge him to prove that 1 
used the words which he says 1 did.

Sir 
Louis Cavagnari was born of an Irish 
mother, and passed all his youth in the 
County of Leitrim ; "Redan" Massy 
and Sir Garnet are both Irish ; so is 
Lord l^eresforcl, V. G; and so were 
Lieutenant Hamilton and Dr. Kelly, 
both of whom were murdered in the 
Cabul massacre. Hamilton was quite 
a youth; his eldest brother has only re- 
cently joined the Irish bar. 

It is estimated that fiom f>0,000 to 
Go, 000 square miles pf tho area of Mon- 
tana is underlaid with coal. 

The New York Times understands 
that tho appropriation necessary for 
making the International Park at Nia- 
gara Falls will bo warmly advocated. 

In a Richmond (Va.) court tho other 
day the prisoner was both prosecuted 
and defended by negro attorneys. Tho 
first case of the kind on record. 

There have just been discovered in 
the shop of a Parisian bookseller forty- 
five volumes in M.S. written in utterly 
unknown characters, and the French 
savants can make nothing of them 
whatsoever. The pages are framed by 
borders marvellously executed by tho 
pen-drawings of flowers, leaves, birds, 
etc. 

Sir Wilfred Lawson's idea of a per- 
fect Cabinet is to have Earl Granville 
and the Marquis of II aldington leaders 
of the two houses, Mr. Gladstone Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and Lord 
Derby as foreign Secretary. 

Hannah Dobbs, who was acquitted 
of the Euston-square murder, 1ms writ- 
ten a history of tho case, which will be 
published shortly. The story is full of 
startling incidents, and amounts to 
about eight columns of ordinary news- 
paper length. She declares that the 
j old lady lodger was undoubtedly Miss 
j II acker, and gives the most minute de- 
tails of that lady's life at I Euston- 
' square. The statement then enters 
; into extraordinary details, which can 
| not at present be published, but they 
I have been communicated to the police. 
' Besides tho facts relating to Miss Hac- 
ker, some other matters aro mentioned 
i for the first time, which, if any cre- 
' donee is to be attached to the state- 
! ment, would require the most search- 
! ing investigation. Dobbs suggests en- 
! quiries which may be made to ascertain 
I the truth of her assertions. It is not 
j known what action, if any, the author- 
ities will take. 

A letter from the Tichborne claim- 
ant to Mr. Guildford Onslow states 
i that he has earned the required num- 
ber of marks (13670) to complete a 
j seven years' sentence. If Her M;i- 
: jesty, he says, has refused to sign his 
' pardon, it is because her Ministers have 
advised her not to do so. 

As giving a striking proof of the des- 
tructive character of the London at- 
mosphere, it is said that Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock brought homo a brick 
some thousands of years old from the 
great wall of China, and exposed it on 
1 the balcony of his house. It fell to 
'■ pieces in a few weeks. 

A Qi'j carat diamond, found recently 
I at Mekcrk's Bush, in the South African 
diamond fields, was sold on the spot 
! for .£'7,000. The same "digger" to 
' whose lot this rare find fell unearthed 
| about the same time a fine stone of 2G 
I carats, and another of 10;] carats, be- 
sides several smaller gems. 

A paragraph has appeared in some 
of the papers which I hardly like to 
accept as true, but which I transcribe 
for the benefit of your readers. Jt is 
| as follows; — "At the earnest request 
j of the member for Stoke (Dr. Ken- 
I ealey), Arthur Orton, the Tichborne 
j claimant, has consented to become a 
; candidate for Nottingham at the next 
; election, but he modestly clogs his 
| gracious acceptance with one trilling 
j condition — namely, that the Queen 
j should release him at the expiration of 
his first term of seven years penal ser- 
vitude." The House of Commons has 
deteriorated in some respects of late 
years, and its prestige would hardly bo 
increased b\ the addition of Arthur 
Orton to its members, even if the trifl- 
ing difficulty, as to his release, was got 
out of the way. 

The War office authorities have, it 
is stated, granted an application for a 
pension on behalf of Mrs. Butler, the 
widow of the late Roman Catholic 
chaplain of tho forces at Devonport, 
ami her two children. Tt is stated 
thatas the marriage was legally solemn- 
ized, though uncanonical according 
to the discipline of the Roman Church, 
the authorities had no alternative but 
to grant the pension.

P. N. Gisborno, Esq., Superintendent 
of Dominion Telegraphs, sailed Monday 
morning for the East. In addition to the 
rearrangement of [olographic matters here 
Mr. Gisborno has evinced a lively inter- 
est in affairs that tend to tho material ad- 
vancement of the Province. He finds 
that British Columbia is tho repository 
of great natural wealth which needs but 
the quickening hand of capital to start it 
into activity: and lie sees promising open- 
ings for tho employment of tho money of 
wealthy friends in the East, whose confi- 
dence he has enjoyed for many years. It 
may not bo gonorally known that Mr. 
Gisborno was tho projector of ths tele- 
graphic .system that unites the Maritime 
Provinces, and that to him is due the con- 
ception of ocean submarine telegraphy. 
He has been publicly thanked by the 
Governments of Newfoundland, Princo 
Edward's Island and Nova Scotia, and 
was presented with a valuable pioce of 
silver plate by the people of Newiound- 
land as a mark of their appreciation of hi3 
efforts. The Governor of Nova Scotia,

GENERAL EUROPEAN NEWS. 



PACIFIC COAST. 

San Francisco, Oct. 27. — Tho re- 
mains of W. 8. Bodio, tho original dis- 
coverer of the Bodio mining district 
and who perished in a snow storm on 
Nov. 14th, 1S09, were discovered yes- 
terday nbout a mile southwest of the 
town of Bodio. Deceased is believed 
to have been a native either of Roches- 
ter or Poughkeepsie, New York, where 
he left a family. 

Stockton, Cala.,- Oct, 27. — An 
Italian named Dominieo Tempio, aged 
23, a farm laborer, started yesterday 
to see his father on the Mariposa road 
carrying to his father two bottles of 
liquor. One was carried under his 
shirt near his body and the other in 
his hand. While crossing a field he 
stepped into a squirrel hole, breaking 
tho bottle under bis shirt. The sharp 
point out into his body over the kid- 
neys, making an opening in the ab- 
dominal cavity. He lay in this condi- 
tion for some time until his cries at- 
tracted passers by. Tempio died this 
morning. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Oct, 20". — It is stated that 
the daughter of a French general of 
division, Do Gallifl'et, commandant at 
Tours, lias eloped from Paris to London 
for the purpose of marrying tho son of 
Muslims Pasha, Turkish ambassador 
here. 

The C'orsest, Jarrow, Hartlopool and 
Stockton iron plato mills have stopped 
because a certain class of workmen re- 
fuse to boar any portion of the reduc- 
tion under tho recent award of arbitra- 
tors. 

An Irish national land league will 
bo formed with a central eommitteo in 
London. A land meeting at Ennis- 
cory yesterday was attended by 0,000 
persons and addressed by Mr. Parnall. 

London, Oct, 27.— Adolphus Rosen- 
berg of the 7'own Talk was sentenced 
to-day to eighteen months' imprison- 
ment for publishing defamatory libels 
against Mrs. Langtry and to six 
months' imprisonment on each of the 
indictments charging him with similar 
offences against Sirs. Cornwallis West 
and Lord Londesborough ; and at tho 
expiration of his imprisonment he is to 
be bound over in his own recognizances 
in .£1000 for good behavior for eighteen 
months. These sentences are concur 
rent with tho eighteen months' sentence 
in the case in which Mrs. Langtry was 
the complainant and thereforo his 
whole term of imprisonment will be 
only eighteen months. Justice Hawk- 
ins regretted that be could not add to 
the sentence hard labor. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Oct, 27.— Herr Von Pultha 
mer, Minister of Ecclesiastical Affairs, 
speaking at a public dinner at Essen, 
said: "You are aware that tho Em- 
peror has sacrificed bis personal feel- 
ings to tho public weal. He has done 
so because he thought it his duty to 
conclude an alliance which he hopes 
will secure the peace of Europe." 

ITALY. 

Rome, Oct. 27. — General Garibaldi 
has written to the President of tho 
Italian Irrendenta committee ns fol- 
lows: "Some persons talk of peace 
and friendship with Austria. Peace! 
yes, since we have not tho courage to 
drive her out of Italy; but friendship 
with Austria would be a sacrilege, a 
lie!" 

INDIA. 

London, Get. 27. — An inquiry into 
the massacre at Cabul is proceeding. 
The Ameer's father-in-law, the cx- 
Goveruor of Cabul, and tho Minister of 
Finance, are under close arrest. A 
correspondent at Simla writes: "The 
idea must be abandoned that wo intend 
to stand aloof from the internal affairs 
of Afghanistan. It cannot be too soon 
published that we mean to remain in 
the country- Those who now assist us I 
will not hereafter be left to settle ac- j 
counts with a future ruler." The j 
correspondent indicates that the fce i- 
denc)' of opinion at Simla strong ij 
favors the policy of disintegration 
rather than an attempt to set up a 
strong central government at Cabul. 
He points to the fact that Herat, Can- 
dahar and Afghan Turkistan remained 
tranquil under their petty chiefs months 
after all control from Cabul had been 
withdrawn. A correspondent at Can- 
dahar defies that the Governor of 
Kelati Ghitza fled with his whole staff. 
He left because he had lost all author- 
ity and at the request of the British 
officers. Yakoob Khan is voluntarily 
in Gen. Roberts' camp and is in a 
pitiable state of apathy and depression. 
Tho new rules for the guidance of news- 
paper correspondents in the field have 
aroused a storm of indignation. Their 
object is evidently to put it in the 
power of a general to suppress every- 
thing savoring of criticism. These rules 
emanate from the military secretary 
and it seems certain that neither the 
Viceroy nor the Commander-in-Chief 
had any hand in their composition or 
promulgation. It is hoped, therefore, 
that tho general condemnation they 
meet with will cause their withdrawal. 

Cauul, Oct, 27. — Five men, who 
will be hanged for complicity in the 
massacre of the British Embassy, in- 
clude Kotwa], of Cabul, the head of 
tho city Mollahs and two generals. It 



is charged they dragged the head of 
Major Carvagnari from the British resi- 
dency to Bulatassa. 

Afternoon Dispatch. 

PACIFIC COAST. 

San Francisco, Oct, 28. — F. S. 
O'Brien and James M. Duff were ar- 
rested yesterday on charges of perjury 
in connection with tho case of Dudley 
H. Haskell, who shot and killed Chas. 
Schwartz recently. The prisoners had 
made affidavits that they were en 
gaged by Henry Schwartz, brother of 
deceased and others, to swear falsely in 
ordor to convict Haskell of murder. 
On these affidavits Henry Schwartz 
bases the charge of perjury. 

Last evening J. A. B. Watson, for- 
merly driver of Truck No. 1, fire de- 
partment, shot himself in his room, 
802 Mission street, dying in a few mo- 
ments. He left a note lo the landlady 
respecting tho disposition of his efl'ects 
and stating that ho was a native of St. 
Johns, New Brunswick, aged 50 years.

Whola Tribos Dying in tho Bohring 
Soa. 



The schooner Pauline Collins, Capt. 
Sands, recently arrived at San Fran- 
cisco from tho Behring Soa. Captain 
Sands reports a frightful story from 
St. Lawronce island, in the Borhing 
sea. Almost the entire population of 
the southeastern end of the island has 
perished of starvation. 

A party landed from the Collins and 
wero horrified to find 250 corpses in 
one field. The living had carried tho 
dead away from the huts until at 
length, overcome themselves, they in 
turn died in the huts, and so remained. 
Everywhere the scene was frightful. 
One littlo girl tho captain speaks of 
seeing stiff in death, with her head 
resting on her hand, while tho body 
leaned over tho remains of a whale. 

Mr. Sands attributes the starvation 
to rum. Nearly every "trader" goes 
to tho Arctic loaded with it, and so 
long as the liquor lasts the natives will 
not go fishing. Then it is too lato, and 
starvation follows. On the northwest 
end of the island about two hundred 
natives are still aiivo. He says that 
revenue cutters are of no use to stop 
this traffic. Tho "traders" sec the 
smoke and get out of the way or get 
rid of their contraband liquors before 
they can be reached. A sailing vessel 
of a hundred tons, ho says, could end 
the traffic. 

How Unsuccessful Inventors are 
Treated in China. — A correspondent 
at Shanghai writes : An Imperial de- 
cree of the date of the 13th of Juno 
announces tho startling discovery of 
perpetual motion. Last year a sub- 
prefect, named Tung, waited upon the 
Governor-General at Nankin, and re- 
presented that he had invented a ma- 
chine which would go of i(3 own ac- 
cord and generate sufficient power to 
propel a steamer of the largest size. As 
that high officer had just then torn up 
tho Woosung Railway, one would have 
been inclined to supposo him to be a 
somewhat unpromising person to solicit 
the patronage for a new mechanical 
invention. However, the sub-prefect 
succeeded in enlisting the sympathies 
of tho Governor-General, and he was 
furnished with a credit of 3,000 taels, 
to be expended in Shanghai in the con- 
struction of a working model of the 
motor. He appeared hero with plans 
and specifications of the most myster- 
ious nature, in which cogged wheels, 
the movements of tho planets and the 
constellations of the zodiac were inex- 
tricably jumbled together. After hang- 
ing about tho native and foreign work- 
shops some time, he produced a machine 
with a weighted wheel, similar to those 
perpetual motions over the construc- 
tion of which. Merlin, Jackson and 
other inventors once addled their 
brains. As this would not work, and 
as his antecedents proved on inquiry 
to be of a character which made it no- 
sc-ssary for Englishmen to shun his ac- 
quaintance, his visit to Shanghai was 
unprofitable. He was subsequently 
thrown overboard by Shen Paochen, 
his patron.

San Francisco, Oct. 27.- — Hong- 
kong, Oct. 7. — First official communi- 
cations from tho British Colonial Office 
show that hostile demonstrations by 
disaffected residents at Hongkong 
against Governor Hennessy have prov- 
ed futile. Hennessy is sustained on 
every point of tho controversy and ap- 
proval is emphasized by an increase of 
his emoluments to .£0,000 yearly, 
dating back to January, 1879. 

There is great exultation in Chinese 
official quarters over the restoration of 
the Provinco of Hi by Russia through 
a treaty negotiated at St. Petersburg. 
Apprehension is expressed by many 
diplomatic agents that China, inflated 
by this unexpected accession, will as- 
sume henceforth a bearing of increased 
arrogance and defiance. 

•Intelligence from Pekin as to the 
temper of tho Government is eagerly 
awaited at coast ports. 

Until the present time the efforts of 
interested foreigners to foment trouble 
in China and Japan on tho Loo Choo 
question have failed. It is anticipat- 
ed, however, that in view of China's 
sudden success in Russian relations 
these endeavors will bo renewed. 

The revelation is mado in Hongkong 
of a system of human slavery practised 
by Chinese purveyors of brothels. 
Raids wore made among the villages on 
the mainland and young girls were 
captured and brought to Hongkong 
and there sold, being confined till suffi- 
ciently mature and then resold. The 
discovery was made through a proclam- 
ation offering a reward for a runaway 
slave girl fourteen years old, and in- 
vestigation is progressing and extraor- 
dinary disclosures are already made. 
The operations of the slave traders 
have been very extensive, reaching 
even to Japan, one littlo Japanese girl 
having been found in bondage. 

A small insurgent movement con- 
tinues, but is restricted to limited local- 
ities. The disturbance is regarded by 
the authorities with unconcern. 

Yokohama, Oct. 11. — The cholera is 
rapidly subsiding. Official returns 
show upwards of 150,000 cases since 
the outbreak and sinco the end of April 
85,000 deaths. The suppression is now- 
attributed to the energetic efforts of 
the government and the unprecedented 
expenditure for sanitary purposes. The 
authorities claim that if their endea- 
vors were seconded instead of openly 
opposed by European representatives 
the epidemic would havo been under 
control two months ago and probably 
thousands of lives saved. In conse- 
quence of the German and other en- 
voys resisting sanitary precautions 
ridiculous imitation is attempted by 
the Chinese agents who claim exemption 
from visitation and inspection for their 
subjects hero residing, although notor- 
iously uncleanly and breeders of dis- 
ease. The breakage of quarantine by 
tho German minister is cited as a pre- 
cedent for their contumacy. 

Parks, British envoy, returns to 
England by this mail. A final decree 
respecting torture, issued by the prime 
minister, October 7th, commands all 
ordinances relating to tho subject to be 
expunged from tho national code, so that 
no vestige of its recognition shall be 
preserved. 

There is an extraordinary report of 
circulating a fraudulent issue of several 
millions of government paper money, 
small denominations, declared to be 
obtained from Germany, where tho 
currency was originally engraved and 
printed. The details are obscure and 
contradictory. The government de- 
clines giving information at present, 
but from the most reliable sources I 
learn that the fact of irregular issue is 
confirmed, though the alleged extent is 
greatly exaggerated. Secresy is neces- 
sary to secure all participants. Owing 
to the first extraordinary rumors paper 
money depreciated, but afterwards re- 
sumed its nominal rate. 

Nordensjold and party started to re- 
turn to Sweden to-day in the ship Vega. 
They will stop on the way at various 
Asiatic ports. 

The substitution of the Japanese 
silver yen for the Mexican dollar pro- 
gresses rapidly. The former coin is 
now universally accepted by foreigners 
and its advantage over the old Mexican 
dollar acknowledged. It is expected 
soon to extend throughout the open 
ports of China, Hongkong, Singapore, 
etc. 

The affairs of Loo Choo remain un- 
changed. Japan maintains her original 
position and the Chinese envoysshowno 
disposition to proceed to extremities. 

A Wollen manufacturing industry 
was inaugurated Sept. 27th by the 
opening of the gseat government fac- 
tory under tho aspices of the homo de- 
partment.
